y Aid-de-Camp, Cupt. Lord Cliu- 
tooy will preseiltg to yt)ur Lopd- 
snij) itús account of a Vifctory whic|»ibe 
allied troops under my com mand gain­ 
ed, m a general action fought hear Sa­ 
lamanca on the evening o fth e2 2 d iusi. 
which 1 have beeti under the necessity 
of delaying to send till now, having been 
engaged ever since the action in the 
pursuit of the enem y’s flying troops. 


In my letter of the 21st, I informed 
your Lordship, that both arm ies wer» 
neal- the 1 orm es ; and the enem y cross­ 
ed that river with the greatest part of 
his troopi^ iii the afternoon by the fords 
between Alba de T onnes and H uerta, 
and moved by their left towards the 
roads leading to Cindad Rodei igo 


1 he allied army, with the exception 
of the 3d division, and Gen. U ’Urban’s 
cavalry, likewise crossed the Torm es 
in the evening, by the bridge of Sala­ 
manca, and the fords in the neighbour­ 
hood ; and 1 placed the troops in a po- 
bitiou of which liití right was up#.i one 
ol the two heights called Dos A rapilcs, 
and the left on the Torm es, below the 
ford of Santa Martha. 


T he 3d division, and Brigadier Gen 
D ’Urban’s cavalry ■were leli at Cabre­ 
rizos, on V^t. light of the T orm cs, as the 
enemy had still a large corps on the 
heights above Babilafuenie,on the same 
side of the river ; and I considered it 
not improbable, that finding our army 
prepared ior tliem in the morning, on 
the left of the T orm es, tney would alter 
their plan, and manoeuvre by the other 
bunk. 


Ill the course of the night of the 3 Ut,- 
1 received m iciligence, of the truth ot 
which I could not doubt, that General 
Chauvel had arrived al Polios, on the 
2Ü11!, with the cavalry and horse artille­ 
ry ot the army of the north, to join 
Marshal M armont ; and I vtrasquite cer­ 
tain that these triKips would join him on 
the 22d or 23d‘at the latest. 


D uring the night of the 21st the ene­ 
my iiad taken possession of the village

Col. H ervey, in four co­ 
lumns, to turn the enem y’s left on tha 
heights, while Brig. G en. Bradto'd'a 
brigade, the 5th division, under JLit ut. 
Gen. Leiih, the 4th divisipn, under the 
Hon Lieut* G en. Cole, and the catai ry

Sir Stapleton Coiion, 
should attack them in front, supported 
in reserve by the Bib division under 
M ajor Gen. Clinloii, the 7th division 
under Major Gon.

I have never witnessed a more 
gallant charge than wois made on the 
enemy’s infantry by the heavy brigade 
of the King’s Germ an I-cgion, under 
M ajor G eneral Pock, which was com ­ 
pletely successful, and the whole body 
of infantry, consisting of three battalions 
of the enemy’s fij-«t division, were made 
prisoners. 


T he pursuit was afterwards continu* 
ed as f.»r at Penaranda la^t n’ght, and 
our troops arc still following the fiymg 
enemy.

were saved by a M r. Burnett, an Indian 
trader, who claimed them as M ends, and 
offered lo purchase their ransom. Capt. 
H. and his lady, are now at St. Josephs 
with Mr. Burnett. 
Mr. G reely had this 
information from a Paltawatimie Chief, 
who had come to Fort Dearborn, to as­ 
sist the garrison, but were compelled 
by the hostile Indians lo join them.

The*Gccat Lord entered on the I Ith 
at day-break, the hitherto unfortunate, 
but constant, and first in patriotism, 
in Spain, the beautiful city of Madrid. 


II is impossible to describe the ap­ 
plause and enthusiasm with which the 
deliverer of the Spanish people was re­ 
ceived there, by the inhabitants. 


Brigadier-General D ’Urban, 
com­ 
manding the Portuguese cavalry, pur­ 
sued the enemy’s cavalry, and made a 
great slaughter.

And Bonaparte, another Italian adven­ 
turer, is now marching like an Iron Co 
lossus over the necks of mankind, pixis- 
trating the cottage and the palace, and 
involving the eastern vrorld in one indifi^ 
criminate mass of destfuction. 


Necker was a native of Geneva, the 
country of Gallatin ; and his imbecility 
and misconduct overthrew the govern­ 
ment of France. 
Like GallaUn he was 
created the financial head of that ill fated 
country. 
Like Gallatin, his talents were 
specious not solid, and his information, 
although varioua, and extensive, was not 
useful or practical. 
Like Gallatin, hc 
acquired an immense fortune, and was 
elevated from the ab)’ss of poverty to 
the heights of opulencp. And Gallatin, 
like Necker will ruin the country that 
has taken the viper to her bosom, un­ 
less hc is driven with disgrace from 
her councils. 


If the warning voice of events^ 
have happened in our own time and un­ 
der our own eyes will not rouse us from 
the fatal lethargy which precedes death 
and destri^tion ; if a precise similitude 
in all the minute points of character 
and origin, and an exact coincidence of 
circumstances between tlus two finan- 
tial adventurers of Geneva, who have 
blighted the prosperity of two nations, 
will not admonish us into what is due 
to ourselves, to our country, and to un­ 
born generations ; then, indeed, are we 
prepared to march down th© precipice 
of r'lin to which we have beeficonducted, 
and virtue will not deign to shed the 
generous tear of sympathy over our 
merited fate. 


Did Abraham Albert Gallatin come 
to the United Slates to benefit them, or 
to promote his own interest ? 
Has he 
ever shown those glowing traits of bene- 
volcnce or philanthropy which would 
exhibit him as a Howard, wandering 
from his country to bless mankind ?— 
Or rather, does Ire not, m every attitude 
oi character, and in every mode of con­ 
duct, indicate the dark, the cunning 
and the unprincipled Italian, availing 
hitn^elf of the weakness and vices of 
mankind, to acquire power and to amass 
wealth, and laughing at the credulity 
and folly that clothes him with the 
means, and invests him with the power 
ruling the destinies of this extensive, 
and at o d c lime prosperous empire ? 


H e has been tho decided foe of a 
navy. At the last session of congress, he 
exerted all his influence to prevent the 
augmentation of the army beyond 10,000 
men. When called upon for his system 
of finance—foi his ways and means of 
meeting the expences of war—-he pre­ 
sented almost verbatim et literatim tlie 
old plan of excise, internal taxation, and 
taxes on land, for which in the time of 
Washington he instigated the people to 
insurrection. In this he betrayed equal 
poverty of genius and principle ; 
The 
great financier, that was to astonish the 
world by the originality of his plans and 
extensiveness of his resources, dwin­ 
dled down to a humble copyist; and the 
hardy republican who had at one period 
revolted at opprcnsive systems of fi­ 
nance, has now the efTrontery to belie 
nia past professions, and 
to recom­ 
mend them to the councils of the aation. 
During the whole course of his ad- 
umiistrauon, his prcdomiiLAni policy 
!;us been, to raise a levenue from com­ 
merce alone. 
At his secret instigation, 
the duties on salt, the least exceptiona­ 
ble, and a constantly accupnulaiing re­ 
venue, were 
abolished. 
And 
as 
.»IS policy 
has been constantly bent 
against the creation of a navy, the con­ 
sequence has been, that our commerce, 
being without proteoion, has fallen a 
sacrifice to the rapacity of the belli­ 
gerents, and our revenue has, at the 
same time, been destroyed. 
Under his 
pernicious influence, our revenue and 
our commerce are equally at the mercy 
of foreign r.atious, and the same blow 
has prostrated both— W e have gone to 
war, relying upon loans to prosecute i t ; 
and these having iailed in a great de­ 
gree, we are now c ompelled to issue 
paper nloney : and this being also about 
to fail, the last and desperate resource 
is, the plunder of the small remnant of 
our commerce. 
The hard earnings of 
our cnterpiising merchants, which have 
just been rescued from the grasp of a 
foreign enemy, 
are now destin« d to 
recruit the 
exhausted 
purse of the 
nation. 
The 
plunder 
of individu­ 
als is to form the resources of the war. 


Shall I dwell upon the pernicious in­ 
trigues and corrupting schemes which 
have followed the serpentine windings 
of this subtle Italian I 
Has he not ex­ 
tended his influence and his power into 
every quarter of the country ? 
Armies 
oi district atiornies, and c^tom -house 
officers have rallied under his banner ; 
The instruments he 
uses for his 
purpose, are of the most unprincipled 
character, 
like the Harpies of the 


Heathen M ythofo^i every thing he 
touches he contaminates. 
He hif en»' 
deavired to obtain *from the deslc'^f • 
newspaper, manuscripts sent for pub- 
licath>n, declaring that they should be 
seen only by the president and himself { 
aud the instrument he selected for the

If at the time of the m ifitation of the
